FVAWS ISSUES AN ADDRESS 


He Denousess Judge Gof in the Most 
Bitter Langaage. 


COMPARES HIM 0 JEFFRIES 


There Are Two Flags, the White | 
and the Black. 


NO EXTRA SESSION OF THE ASSEMBLY

Read Between the Lines, the Governor’s 
Meaning Is Plain-—Court or No 
Court, Law or No Law. 


Columbia, 8. C., May 14,—The forces of 
the political party in power are gathering | 
here now to reach sume decision as to the 
course they shall pursue in the coming 
election, which, under Judge Gofi’s decision, 
must be held with an open ballot. Tillman 
and Irby, mmd ‘McLaurin, and all the 
leaders, are here. Irby’s state executive 
committee meets tomorrow to take action 
looking to the maintenance of white Ssu- 
premacy. Tillman is at the executive man- 
sion in consultation with Governor Evans. 
It looks now as though stormy times are 
ahead. Today the governor issued the fol- 
lowthg proclamation bearing on state's 
rights and federal interference: 

“Fellow Citizens—In 1865, after the most

bloody struggle for principle in the history 
of the world, South Carolina laid down 
their arms and accepted in good faith 
the results of the war. The state was 
put uncer martial law, and under the re- 
construction act the ignorant slaves, whose 
fetters had just been broken, manipulated 
by carpet baggers from the four quarters 
of the earth, were placed in entire control 
of our state government. After a farce of 
an election for delegates to a constitutional 
convention, the constitution which has been 
our organic law since 1868, was adopted at 
the dictate of General Canby. The con- 
ditions which followed and the result of 
placing ignorance and vice in the control of 
the government are known of all men. 
This condition lasted until 1876, when the 
oppression and misgovernment had render- 
ed our people so desperate that with one 
impulse they asserted their manhood and 
overthrew the despotism of the carpet bag- 
gers and resumed control of the state’s 
affairs. 

“While the constitutionality of the re- 
construction act was never questioned by 
us, because we were powerless to resist, 
the question of state sovereignty within the 
limits prescribed in the constitution, in 
accordance with southern interpretation, 
has since been affirmed by repeated decis- 
ions of the supreme court of the United 
States. That court even asserted that the 
states had never been out of the union, 
thereby indirectly declaring invalid the 
acts of congress readmitting them ‘after re- 
construction. The right of a state to man- 
age and direct its internal affairs without 
national interference is recognized through- 
out the union, and it is no peculiar or spe- 
cial claim on the part of South Carolina 
to exefcise that right so long as her 
state officers and her general assembly 
obey the constitution of the United States 
and the laws of congress. This is so well 
recognized that I do not propose to discuss 
it further, but feel that we can safely rely 
on the integrity and patriotism of the su- 
preme judges to reaffirm and maintain it. 

Do Not Desire To Secede. 

“The peovle of South Carolina have al- 
ways been law-1biding, and respect the con- 
stitution and courts of the United States, 
but when the judges of those courts wan- 


tonly sega and trample under foot the 


recognized rights of our people, guaranteed 
by the federal constitution, they have a} 
right to assert themselves and maintain 

their sovereignty and independence. This 

they have ever done, and will continue to 

do, and will resist witn all the means with- 

in their power the usurpation and tyranny 

of partisan politicians in high places, who }; 
lisgzgrace the judicial ermine. We cannot, 

nor have we the desire to, resort to arms 

to resist this unjust decree, but we can, 

and will, expect the united enorts of lib- 

erty-loving peopie to thwart the conspir- 

ators who are plotting to overthrow our ciy- 

ilization. In the struggle we confidently 

rely on the sympathy and moral support of 

all lovers of good government and state's 

rights throughout the union, The sovereign- 

ty of the states within their proper spheres 

is as dear to Massachusetts and Ohio as it 

is to South Carolina, and the principle can- 

not be struck down here withgut receiving 

a mortal blow elsewhere. 

‘Tt is unfortunate that the passions and 
prejudices excited by the war in regard to 
the negro should influence the opinions and | 
feelings of judges in dealing with this yital 


may pra 
principle, but it will follow inevitably that | power. 


y 


if this principle is once destroyed this 
country will be ccnvulsed with a revolution 
for the restoration of the liberties of white 
men that will far eclipse that other fatal 
struggle for the emancipation of the 
blacks. 

“The restoration of white supremacy in 


1876 placed in office and in le2aership of 
the affairs of the state, Wade Hampton 
as governor and afterwards as United 

tates senator; Charles dH. Simonton, chair- 
man of the judiciary committee and leader 
of the house of representatives, later dis- 
trict and circuit judge of the United 
States court. and John C. Sheppard, speak- 
er of the house of representatives, lieuten- 
ant governor and afterwards governor. Ila 
1882, under the leadership of these men, 
the legislature passed the laws Known as 
‘the election and registration acts,’ de- 
signed to preserve white supremacy and a 
white man’s government. These laws 
worked admirably and up to this proceed- 
ing no complaint has ever been heard of 
their injustice, oppression or criminality. 
The citizen who dared raise his voice 
against them was denounced as an enemy 
of his state. Those who were too young to 
hold office and take part in such affairs 
were taught to respect these men 328 pa- 
triots, and their hendiwork as the palia- 
dium of our liberties. 

Overthrow of the Old Regime. 

This regime, becoming arrogant and 
distasteful to a majority of our 
people and repugnant in their policy 
to our institutions, was overthrown and 
the people in 1890, by thé election of Ben- 
jamin R. Tillman, as governor, declared 
that it was not their intention to create 
an oligarchy, when in 1876 they threw oft 
the yoke of the negro and the carpet- 
bagger. Two appeals have been made to 
reverse this verdict of the sovereign peo- 
ple, but it has been sustained each time 
with vehement determination.. The reform 
movement had nothing to do with the elec- 
tion and registratiog laws. We received 
them a8 a legacy from the administration 
of 1882. We have upheld them as the acts 
of thd people and as constitutional means 
of self-preservation, Some of these men 
who are responsible fer and who have 
enjoyed the benefits and ho ,0t office 
under these laws have turf ipen their 
State since their retirem@giyaR° an ap- 
peal to one of the bitterégt.enemies of 
southern civil.zation—a politi¢lan who dis- 
graces the judicial ermine of the United 
Stutes court and masquerading as a judge 
—-they have suceeded in having declared 
the registration law unconstitutional, null 
and void. The chief argument made be- 
fore him was the defamation of your state 
and insult, if insult could come from sueh 
a source, to your state officers. Under this 
decree, the doors have been thrown open 
and the ballot again placed in the hands 
of every man, white or black, of the age 
of twenty-one years. The abuse and slan- 
der heaped upon the state by the counsel for 
the plaintiffs was only surpassed by that of 
the judge in his document styled ‘a decree 
in equity.’ But the pity of it, the humilia- 
tion and the shame of it, is yet to be told. 
Beside this Jefferies On the bench, sat an 
old man, whose head was gray, who had 
fought on the field of battle for states’ 
rights, who had been speaker of the house 
of representatives of South Carolina, and 
in whose handwriting part of your regis- 
tration laws exist in our archives; there 
he sat, wearing alike the judicial ermine, 
hearing his state defamed, his comrades 
in arms denounced as rebels, and his own 
handiwork adjudged a crime. If the inw 
was a crime, was he not the ¢riminazi? 
Should his head not have been bent and 
his eyes moist with tears of humiliation? 
Alas! they were not. With a Mephistophe- 
lean grin on his wrinkled faee, he nodded 
assent to the most infamous document 
ever emanating from a court in equity, 
while the black audienee exclaimed: ‘A 
Daniel has come to judgment, yea, a 
Daniel.’ The @x-senator who has been 
holding caucuses in Columbia at private 
houses, having the ear of the court and 
‘holding the foot of the chancellor,’ re- 
turned to his home, feeling that his move- 
ments had not been detected; but the re- 
sponsibility shall rest where it belongs.

Let the man who un- 
dertakes to lead the ignorant blacks against 
you suffer as he did in 1876, and remember 
that enternal vigilance is the price of lib- 


erty. 

“IT will not cail the legislature together. 
They could do nothing. An appeal will be 
taken to the supreme court of the United 
States, but under the red tape and tech- 
nicalities surrounding it, a decision cannot 
be had in time to affect the election of del- 
egates. It must be a free, open fight. I 
appeal to the sovereign people of South 
Carolina—the wisest and safest and purest 
tribunal—to protect their homes and liber.

PANAMA NEEDS MORE MEN, 


But Canal Wages Are Generally De- 
spised on the Isthmus. 

Colon, Colombia, May 14.—There is a ru- 
mor that the Panama Canal Company will 
resume operations next month on a grand 
scale. But as the policy of the canal people 
is rigid economy and as there tg demand 
all around for laborers. to whom liberal 
offers are made, it does not seem likely 
much work will be done on the “ditch” 
unless the company gets recruits from the 
West Indies or India. 

There are 897 laborers all told on the 
canal, Hundreds more are needed, but men 
refuse to work for what is offered. The 
company pays 9 cents a day apiece to 600 
of these, the remaining 297 earning from 90 
cents to $2.40 at job work, such as filling 
cars, etc. There are five excavators at work 
with seven others in the hands of mechan- 
ics getting ready for service. This latter 
fact gives color to the rumor mentioned 
above. 

Isvery now and then the bureau person- 
nel is increased by arrivals from Paris, 
tending to restore that confidence which 
everybody on the isthmus had lost in the 


enterprise. 


Notwithstanding frequent. appeals to the 
canal authorities by ministers of the gos- 
pel, the workmen at Culebra are still paid 
off on Sundays, As the employes get rid 
of their money at gambling tables a few 
minutes after receiving it, and as gambling 
leads to Qarrels and fights, Sunday paying 
is & means of shameful desecration of the 
Sabbath. A row occurred at the pay tablg 
last Sunday, and would doubtless have 
terminated disastrously but for the timely 
intervention of the military.

Chattanooga Is Recommended as the 
Next Place of Meeting. 


WORK AMONG THE SLACKS A PROBLEM 


They Should Be Encouraged to Help 
Support Mission Work. 


WOMANS WORK IS COMMENDED 


Dr. J. B. Hawthorne Is Placed at the 
Head ofthe Foreign Missions Board, 
with Headquarters in Atlanta. 


Washington, May 14.—The first business 
of the fourth and last day’s session of the 
Southern Baptist convention, after devo- 
tional exercises, was the report of the com- 
mittee on time and place of next meeting. 
It recommended that the convention of 1896 
be held in the first church, Chattanooga, 
beginning on the Friday berore the second 
Sunday in May; that Rev. C. A. Stakely, 
of Washington, preach the annual sermon, 
with Rev. C. Durham, of Raleigh, N. C., 
alternate. 

Rev. F. S. Yeager, of Chattanooga, ex- 
plained the terms of the invitation—duly 
accredited delegates will be entertained at 
the homes of the people. The report was 
adopted. 

Recurring to the resolutions under con- 
sideration at Atlanta, tn 1879, referred to in 
the historical sermon delivered Saturday by 
President Whitsitt, Rev. I. T. Tichenor, 
presented a memorandum on the line of the 
Statement yesterday, which will be printed 
in the proceedings of the convention. 

Work Among the Negroes. 

The report of the committee upon so mucn 
of the report of the home mission board 
as related to work among the colored popu- 
lation was made by Rev. A. J. 8. Thomas, 
of South Carolina. It stated that some 
work had been done by the board among 
the negroes in Kentucky, Georgia and Tex- 
as and that in some respects the work had 
been satisfactory. The board is anxious to 
do more for the negroes, but there are so 
many peculiafly embarrassing problems that 
the work has been necessarily slow. 

The committee emphasized these points: 

‘7. The board will not undertake work 
among the negroes in any state unless the 
state boards of white Baptists are in sym- 
pathy and co-operate with it. 

‘2. It will not undertake work in any 
state unless the members are agreed among 
themselves upon the work to be done. 

‘3. The colored people shvuld be encour- 
aged to pay a part of the salary of every 
teacher and missionary laboring among 
them. The best thing that can be done for 
them is to encourage them to self-support 
in their cnurch building and mission work. 
An extensfve work cannot ve done among 
them as long as Cuba, New Mexico, Louis- 
lana, Florida and perhaps vuther states, so 
sorely need all the help we can give. 

‘4, The best work that can be done among 
the negroes is educating their ministers 
rather than evangelizing them. 

‘§. The southern Baptists are in sympathy 
with the efforts of generous-hearted people 
north and south who have given money to 
establish schools and colleges in the south- 
ern states for the negroes, 

‘6. We hope that the agreement reached 
by the joint committee at Fortress Monroe 
will bring the colored Baptist schools, es- 
tablished wy our northern brethren, nearer 
to the livarts of southern Baptists. We are 
assure] that these schools have been a 
great blessing even without our active co- 
vperation, and that with our hearty sym- 
pathy and co-operation they will accom- 
plish far greater good. : 

‘7, In view of the continued needs of the 
negroes, and of the pressing needs of our 
mission fields, at home and abroad, and in 
view of the lIfberality of our northern 
brethren and the interest they have shown 
in the education of the negroes, we assure 
our brethren of the north that we shall be 
glad to see them contribute thousands for 
the education and evangelization of the 
negroes, and that in this good work they 
will have the co-operation, sympathy and 
help of our best and wisest brethren. For 
while we are interested in this great work, 
and are fully persuaded of its importance, 
we are unable for the present to do for 
it as its needs demand.”’ 

Colored Ministers Speak. 

Rev. W. A. McAlpin, of Alabama, color- 
ed, an agent of the home mission board, 
working among the people of his race, 
addressed the convention in connection 
with the consideration of the report. He 
was introduced by President Haralson as 
a man of integrity, intelligence and infiu- 
ence, a Christian and a Baptist who was 
doing good among his brethren, whom he 
had known for many years. 

Rev. George A. Walker, president of 
Walker institute, Augusta, Ga., also col- 
ored, was introduced as a man who was 
doing good work among his brethren, and 
the report was then adopted. 

President Haralson announced that the 
committee authorized by the terms of the

Hall, of Norfolk, Va., with the request of 
the International teace Congress, recom- 
mending the establishment of a high court 
of arbitration amung the nations, was 
adopted. 

Rev. M. M. Vaun, colored, president of. 
the American National Baptist convention, 
was introduced as tne man who occupied 
the highest position in his race, and that 
he would occupy but q minute of the 
time of the convention. When the minute 
was up Dr. Vaun said he hated to let his 
audience go, for he seldom had such an 
opportunity. (Laughter.) He said the cot- 
ored people were intensely Christian and 
intense Baptist and that what they lacked 
in knowledge and sanctified intelligence 
they proposed to make up in zeal. Since 
the emancipation proclamation, out of 4,000,- 
000 colored people liberated then, a million 
and a half had been brought into the Bap- 
tist church, while out of 50,000,000 of white 
people, and after 200 years of work, but a 
few more have united with the same 
church. Dr, Vaun created a deep and favor- 
able impression upon the convention and 
was listened to for a quarter of an hour,

Washington, May 14.—The seventh annual 
convention of railroad commissioners of 
the various states convened this morning 
in the rooms of the interstate commence 
commission, with an attendance represent- 
ing almost every state in the union that 
exercises authority over the movements 
of railroads and freight transportation. This 
meeting differs from those that have pre- 
ceded it in that there are present a num- 
ber of members of the association of Ameri- 
can Railways Accounting Officers, who will 
join in the discussion of such topics as may 
come before the organization. 

The discussion will be devoted. to general 
subjects of interest to delegates, but will 
be turned especially in the dire¢tion of 
railway statistics, uniform classification of 
freights and legislation, the committee ap- 
pointed at the last meeting having been di- 
rected to submit a report on these mat- 
ters to this session.

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Mr. Hentz Is a Cotton Man. 

The Constitution in publishing a letter 
sent out from New York by Mr. Henry 
‘Hentz, in which he advised the southern 
people to lend their support to the single 
gold standard movement, took issue 


with the statement which prefaced the | 


letter that Mr. Hentz was “perhaps the 
largest dealer in the country in the 
great southern staple, cotton.” In an 
editorial yesterday it was stated that 
“Mr. Hentz does not deal in cotton but 
in cotton options. He is not a cotton 
merchant but a speculator in cotton 
futures.” 

In this statement we did Mr. Hentz a 
partial injustice, which we hasten to 
correct. 

We are informed ‘by those who are in 
2 position to know, that Mr. Hentz does 
not confine his cotton operations entirely 
to the speculative board, but that he 
also deals in the staple, and, as is stated 
in a communication from Mr. S. M. In- 
man, published elsewhere on this page, 
he “does at times a large export busi- 
ness.” This does not alter the force of 
The Constitution’s comment that Mr. 
Hentz, who is recognized as one of the 
most prominent New York cotton 
‘brokers, is not in a position to give the 
cotton planters of the south the disinter- 
ested advice that they might expect 
from such well-known cotton authorities 
as Mr. J. W. Labouisse, ex-president of 
the New Orleans cotton exchange; Mr. 
S. M. Inman, who is at the head of the 
largest cotton house in the world, and 
ther well-known cotton mén who derive 
their experience from close personal 

entact with the cotton planters and 
their immediate representatives. 

We do not doubt the ‘sincerity of Mr. 
lientz’S advice, but we submit that his 
-urroundings are such as to prejudice 
hts views. While Mr. Hentz may deal 
in actual cotton, at the same time he is 
conspicuously identified with the specu- 
lative movement in cotton. His well- 
known firm issues regularly the usual 
speculative bulletin sent out with period- 
ieal certainty from so many cotton bro- 
kefage houses in New York to stimulate 
epeculation and induce active dealing 
in futures. There are a great many 
prominent business men in New York 
engared in the same business, and we 
no more question Mr. Hentz’s sincerity, 
or the honesty of his motives, than we 
do those of other well-known brokers in 
New York with whose opinions on the 
currency question we have had occasion 
to differ. 

It was far from our purpose in our 
editorial reference to Mr. Hentz’s letter 
to discredit his integrity. We simply in- 
tended to convey the idea that what 
was good for him was not good for the 
cotton planters of the south and that 
nafurally viewing the question from the 
standpoint in which he was most di- 
rectly interested, his conclusion must be 
different from those whose opinions are 
molded from their material and imme- 
diate interest in the success of those 
who handle the cotton in the field and 
who have no interest whatever in the 
speculative features of the cotton mar- 
ket. 

The reputation and the integrity of Mr. 
Hentz are unquestioned, and nowhere are 
they appreciated more highly than right 
here in the south, At the same time our 
cotton planters and the leading cotton 
merchants of the south take issue with 
‘him on the currency question, and as be- 
tween their views, so often expressed 
and so well known, and those of Mr. 
Hentz, it is not unreasonable that we 
should prefer those of the former, par- 
ticularly since Mr. Hentz’s reputation as 
a prophet received a severe setback in 
the results. of the uneonditional repeal 
of the Sherman law and the establisb- 
ment of the single gold standard.

; ' atriotism and Jingoism. 

The speech of Don M. Dickinson, de- 
livered before the Loyal Legion of the 
Grand Army at Detroit the other day, 
was a very notable effort. He made a 
strong appeal for a revival of the genu- 
ihe spirit of Americanism in this coun- 
try, and succeeded in stirring the en- 
thusiasm of his hearers to a very hig 
piteh. , 

We have no doubt that the tory ele- 
ment in the east, represented by The 
New York Evening Pest, will allude to 
Mr. Dickinson as a_blatherskite, and 
characterize his address as a piece of 
spread-eagle jingoism. But a tory is a 
tory, Wherever you find him, and he is 
just as ready to betray his country to- 
day as he was in the war for independ- 
ence. A revival of the spirit that ani- 
mated the patriots of that day would 
refresh and invigorate the whole coun- 
try. 

This has been made necessary by the 
attitude which the British have recently 
assuiped toward the republics to the 
south of us. Never before in the history 
of civilized nations, so far as We are 
aware, has any government demanded 
damages from another government be- 
cause of the expulsion of an official. The 
British were very meek when Sackville 
West was given to understand by this 
government that his presence in Wash- 
ington could be dispensed with. If Sack- 
ville had cut up any didoes in Washing- 
ton, as the British official did in Nicara- 
gua, he would have met with similar 
treatment, and we should never lhuve 
heard a word of damages. 

But the case of Nicaragua is different. 
By means of Nicaragua tife British could 
establish a precedent. So, when that 
weak little republic expelled a pestifer- 
ous British official, the British govern- 
ment immediately demanded damages, 
and, in order to enforce that demand, 
landed marines and took possession of 
the town of Corinto. It selected the 
right moment, too. A British syndicate 
had charge of the American treasury. 
Grover Cleveland was president, and 
British interests on top. The Monroe 
doctrine was voted a nuisance by all 
hangers-on of the administration and by 
all the eastern tories. Thus the British 
precedent was established, and Great 
Britain ean now exact damiiges from 
any country that dares to expel one of 
its officials, no matter bow pestiferous 
he may make himself. 

“No man,” said Mr. Dickinson, in the 
course of his address, “can be so iInuo- 
cent as to believe that the sentiment of 
relationship of England to the United 
States would stand in the way of the 
settled policy of Great Britain anywhere 
to make Englishmen richer and her pow- 
er greater even at our cost.” 

This is so true, indeed, that we wonder 
any reasonable man could doubt it, and 
yet Don M. Dickinson himself, in the 
face of his American sentiments, is in 
favor of placing the people of this coun- 
try more securely inthe power of Great 
Britain than if that country had = con- 
quered the colonies in the war for inde- 
pendence. Mr. Dickivson is in favor of 
the perpetuation of the British gold 
standard iu this country, a policy which 
gives Great Britain absolute control of 
the price of our commodities. By means 
of the single gold standard British 
statesmen have cheapened the price of 
the food and clothes of her workiugimen 
so as to make their pauper wages go as 
far as possible. 

The single gold standard is the very 
essence of toryism, but it does its deadly 
work in such a subtle way that the peo- 
ple have become slaves to the British 
crown almost without knowing it. Po- 
litical control follows financial control. 
But for the single gold standard, which 
tied our treasury to the British syudi- 
cate, the British marines would hever 
have been kinded in Nicaragua. But it 
was very well known in London that 
Mr. Cleveland would take no steps to 
uphold the true American policy. His 
hands were tied through the syndicate. 

After awhile, through the operations 
of gold monometallism the hands of the 
whole people will be tied. The wealth 
they create, instead of remaining here. 
will be transferred to Europe, the inost 
of it to the pockets of the British gold 
gamblers. Politically, Mr. Dickinson is 
a patriot, but financially, he is one of 
the rankest of the rank tories. He is a 
house (as it were) divided against itself. 


A Military Nation. 

While we have a very small standing 
army and make évery possible effort to 
maintain peaceful relations with other 
countries, it is evident that the military 
spirit is growing among our people. 

In Washington and some other cities 
the high school boys are uniformed and 
drilled by regular army officers detailed 
for that purpose, and the same system 
prevails in about 200 private schools and 
academies. Tt is claimed that this train- 
ing is eonducive to health and discip- 
line, and at the same time will make the 
boys useful in case of war. Many of 
the states have a well organized militia 
and spend large sums of money in main- 
taining it. In most of our cities the 
| police have been organized on a military 
basis. In fact, wherever the conditions 
are favorable in this peaceful republic 
our young men.and boys are enjoying 
the advantages of a military training, 
and in some localities it has even been 
proposed to introduce it In a moditied 
way into the Sunday schools, 

‘All this shows that while it is not the 
policy of our government to get into a 
foreign war in the near future if it can 
honorably be avoided, there is, never- 
theless. 2 wholesome military spirit 
among our people, and in the event of 
a clash with any other nation it will 
be found that this country will be able 
to easily place in the fleld at least 6,0(«1,- 
000 able-bodied men and still leave men 
enough at home to conduct our internal 
commerce and industry. With the train- 
ing now received by our boys and young 
men in the schools and in the militia the 
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great majority of our male citizens will 
all be familiar with the duties and dis- 
cipline of soldiers. 

This spirit in a large measure compen- 
sates for the neglect of the government 
in making more ample provision for of- 
fense and defense. Our navy is inade- 
quate, our coast defenses insignificant 
and our army a mere handful, but when 
it becomes necessary the world will be 
astonished to see how splendidly we 
can equip the largest army and navy 
ever seen in modern times. Some day, 
instead of being the most peaceful na- 
tion, ours may be the most warlike, and 
When that time comes it is doubtful 
Whether other civilized countries could 
form an alliance powerful enough to suc- 
cessfully cope with us. 

At It Again. 

The Wall Street Indieator, a bright 
little financial paper published in New 
York, makes a neat point on Uncle Tom- 
my Hitcheock, of The Sun—one_ that 
the reader would do well to store in 
his mind and take away with him. 

Uncle Tommy Hitchcock, who has 
charge of Mr. Dana's financial views, 
has been declaring up and down that 
the production of silver is out of all pro- 
portion to the production of gold, and 
that, on this account, it ought not to be 
coined oh the same terms as gold, being, 
in fact, unfit for circulation as money. 
In other words, The Sun contends that 
the cheaper and scarcer a metal becomes 
the greater the necessity of using it as 
the unit of account and standard of 
Value. Commenting on this, The Indi- 
cator says: 

The conclusion which The Sun deduces 
seems to be that a metal which can show 
such an enormous increase in production 
must necé@ssarily fall in price, and hence be 
unfit for circulation as money. 

The Sun, however, is wrong in this point. 
It entirely overlooks the enormous in- 
creased demand for money which has taken 
place during the same pertod. A i¢tal 
Which is incapable of being praducedt in 
sufficient quantities to keep pace with the 
world’s increased demand is the metal 
which, above all others, should be avoided 
as a circulating medium. You might as 
well say that beef alone should be used as 
food, because, manifestly, the world is in- 
capable of producing beef enough to sup- 
ply its inhabitants with food. We use other 
meats for food mainly because beef can 
only be had in limited quantities. 

In the same manner silver is valuable for 
use aS money, because it can be found 
in reasonably large quantities, and\because 
a sufficient quantity of gold cannat be ob- 
tained. When we consider the indignities 
which have been heaped upon silver, and 
the manner in which it has maintained its 
value in the face of them, we can easily 
see how valuable a metal it is, and how 
foolish it is to attempt to lay it aside as 
money. 

Money is as much of a 
business and trade as food is to the 
man system. The dearer and scarcer it 
is, the more contracted business and 
trade become. That is why sensible 
business men, and’ those who feel the 
pressure of money that commands too 
inuch of the products of human labor, 
are in favor of decreasing the value of 
gold by increasing the use of silver. 

Instead of comparing the production 
of silver with the production of gold, 
The Sun should compare it with the 
tremendous expansion of business that 
has taken place in this country during 
the past quarter of a century. Yhe two 
forces are nearly equal, and if the mints 
were open to silver, the further expan- 
business and growth of enter- 
prise that would take place would soon

A Democratic Pledge. 

It is to be feared that too many of our 
people, north and south, are in danger 
of ‘forgetting that,one of the pledges in 
our national democratic platform is the 
repeal of the state bunk tax. 

Last year the campaign of education 
had made such progress that even in the 
eastern centers leading newspapers, 
merchants and bankers came out in 
favor of a state bank currency under 
reasonable restrictious. The leading 
business paper of the country, The New 
York Journal of Commerce, is a strong 
vdyvocate of state bank issues, and only 
the other day it said: 

One of the still remaining innovations 
upon normal finance incident to the war is 
the prohibtion of note issues by banks or- 
ganized under state laws. The effect: of 
these legal disabilities upon interests de- 
pendent on the state banks has been most 
Serious. This inequality in the distribution 
of the privilege of note issue and in the 
actual amount of bank circulation, as be- 
tween the eastern sections and the western 
and southern, has become a real and serious 
sectional grievance. Were the state banks 
of these suffering sections, w'th their 3200,. 
000,000 of capital, free to issue notes, there 
would be no arbitrary dependence on the 
convenience of the eastern banks. 

We do not for a moment doubt that when 
eastern interests, not excluding those of 
the national banks, come to fairly under- 
stand the real meaning of the attitude of 
the south and west, they will acquiesce 
in the extension of the right of issue to the 
State banks; provided that the guaranties, 
limitations and safeguards are such as to 
insure the alsofute safety of the notes and 
are virtually identical with such amended 
conditions as may be provided for the 
national banks, 

Mur contemporary declares that the 
restoration of state bank issues will sup- 
ply every locality with such an abun- 
dance of cheap and safe currency that 
unconditional free coinage of silver will 
cease to be detnanded, but that it will 
have to come if the present tax con- 
tinues to prevent the state banks from 
issuing notes, 

In connection with this question, our 
readers will be interested in a recent 
Stutement from Venezuela to the effect 
that there is a satisfactory paper cur- 
rency in that eountry. something like 
our proposed state bank notes, which is 
guaranteed by the banks, but not re- 
deemed or guaranteed by the govern- 
ment. It has proved safe, and has not 
been the cause of any panic or depres- 
sion. 

It is to be hoped that our southern and 
western democrats will not lose sight of 
this important pledge in our platform, 
and they should demand its redemption.

They Ask for 85,000 Damages from fhe 
Southern Paint and Glass Company. 
Two suits of a sensational nature were 

filed yesterday afternoon in the office of 

Clerk Tanner by F, J. Cooledge & Bro. 
The suits each ask for $5,000 damages and 

are directed against the Southern Paint 

and Glass Company, of this city, and E, L, 

Brown, president of the company. 

The suits grew out of a circular which 
was circulated about two months ago. This 
circular stated that the paints so'd by 
Cooledge & Bro. were adulterated and that 
the firm should not be patronized. 

The circuiar was a rather lengthy one 
and gave an analysis of the painis sent 
vut by Cooledge & Bro., showing that the 
paints were adulterated. The envelopes in 
which the circulars were mailed were post- 
marked St. Louis, and appeared to have 
been mailed in that place, 

In the petition Cooledge & Bro. claim that 
the representations in the circular were 
false and that by reason of these repre- 
sentations the firm lost a lot of its trade. 
One. instance is given in which a firm 
countermanded an order for $75 worth of 
paint. The filing of the suits is causing a 
sensation among paint manufacturers and 
the fixing of the mailing of the circulars 
upon Brown, president of the Southern 
Paint and Glass Company, was a great 
surprise. 

The circular was widely circulated and 
the analysis, or what purported to be an 
analysis, of the paints manufactured by 
Coocledge caused much talk. Cooledge & 
Bro. went to work at once to discover 
Where the circular emanated from. There 
Was no signature to the cireular and no 
indication as to where it came from. 

They seem to be satisfied that President 
Brown, of the Southern Paint and Glass 
Company, is the person guilty of preparing 
the circular. and filed the suits accordingly. 
They were very much incensed at the time 
over the circular, and in a card published 
in the Atlanta papers, stated that thev 
intended to prosecute a vigorous search for 
the parties who sent out the circulars.

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CROPS DOING WELL 


Observer Hunt Tells of the Crop Condition 
Over the State. 


THE PAST WEEK WAS NOT FAVORABLE 


But Despite This Fact, the Farms Have 
Not Suffered Greatly—W hat the 
Report Says. 


Despite the cold Observer Hunt reports 
that last week was a very favorable one 
for agricultural pursuits. 

The reports which is a very encouraging 
one, is as follows: 


“The week just ended has not:been alto- 
gether favorable for agricultura! pursuits 
in Georgia; frequent showers have inter- 
rupted work, and the last two days were 
too cool for the germination of corn and 
cotton not yet up. The season is still 
backward, and many fields of low or bot- 
tom lands are yet unplanted. Stands of 
corn and cotton are, as a rule, good, but 
there is considerable complaint of grass 
and weeds in the cotton crop. The litter, 
is. however, an evil that oniy a few days 
0: fair weather will be required to eradi- 
cate, and at present there 1s every indica- 
tion that suitable farming weather is 
ahead, 

Northwest Section. 


“In some portions of the section this rain- 
fall has not been suflicient to delay farm 
work, and in such cases both cotton and 
corn are being plowed and farmers are 
feeling much encouraged. Generally, how- 
ever, the rainfall has been excessive, Keep- 
ing the plows out of the fields and allowing 
the grass to get a good start. Frost oc- 
eurred on the morning of the 13th, but no 
damage resulted. Some bottom land has 
yet to be planted in corn and a few farmers 
report cotton planting not yet finished. 
Wheat ranges from poor to fair. Spring 
Oats and clover are fine. Sweet potato 
plants are being set oul. Gardens are fine; 
the condition of the fruit crops unchanged. 
. “The reports from the northern counties 
of the state still continue to be of a very 
encouraging nature. The weather during 
the first half has been cold, with light 
frosts on the mornings of the 13th and 14th, 


which retarded growth and nipped a few: 


tender vegetables in low and exposed 
places. No reports have been received 
as to the frost affecting the fruit crop. 
Plowing has been somewhat delayed on ac- 
count of the wet condition of the land, 
and, as a result, farmers are a little be- 
hind with their work. All crops, however, 
are in_a flourishing condition. About all 
the cotton is up and to a good stand, and 
Rome are working it out. Corn is a good 
Stand, although it looks a little yellow in 
some localities. Upland corn is being 
worked. Low-land corn has not, as yet, 
all been planted. Spring oats continue to 
improve, and all small grains are in good 
condition and growing rapidly. Gardens 
are looking well, and some early vegeta- 
bles are ready for marketing. Fruit crop 
is in good condition. 
Northeast Section. 

“Reports from the southeast section gener- 
ally state that rain has been plentifui. 
Frost was general on the morning of the 
13th, but did no damage. The cool weath- 
er of the latter part of the week has 
given cotton a wilted appearance, Some cot- 
ton and corn has yet to be planted. The 
carly plantings are being worked where 
possible, but generally the fie!ds are too 
Wet and the grass is getting a big start 
in the cotton fields. Spring oats are good 
and wheat fairly good. Gardens are 
good, with the exception of a few cases 
where the cut-worms are causing some 
injury. Potatoes, both sweet and irish, are 
in good condition. Apples have been slight- 
ly injured by blight, and pears so severe- 
ly that the crop. wil] be almost a total 
failure.

West Section. 


“The frost on the morning of the 13th did 
no damage. The week has been very favor- 
able for the growth of small grains, but 
too wet for corn and cotton. Farmers have 
been able to cultivate fields very little, 
and both those of corn and cotton are 
very grassy, the latter crop suffering most. 
Potatoes are growing. nicely. Cane in 
some cases is a poor stand, but looking 
well. Peas are being planted. Some report 
that the apple crop will not be very heavy, 
but all other fruits promise an abundant 
yield. 

Central Section. 

“The frequent rains in the central sec- 
tion of the state during the past week have 
been very beneficial to the growing crops, 
but they soaked the ground, thereby stop- 
ping the plows, ani ali crops are in need of 
work. Corn and cotton are up to good 
stands. Corn is a little small, but is being 
verked out, and cotton chopping is now 


the order cf the day. Spring oats are doing - 


nicely, and with orcinary seasons a fairly 
good crop will be harvested. The very light 
frost which occurred in this section the 
morning of the 15th did no appreciable 
damage, although a few report that irish 
potato vines were nipped. Gardens are 
all in good condition, and promise weli. 
Berry erop abundant, and all fruit will 
vield big crops. Peach trees in some local- 
ities will have to be propped up to keep 
the limbs from breaking. 
East Section. 

“Fine growing weather characterized the 
weather conditions of east Georgia during 
the past week up to the i2th, when the 
weather turned cool and was followed 
by light frosis on the morning of the 138th, 
which did no damage other than to retard 
the growth of young and tender vegetabies. 
Corn is doing well, although a little small 
for the time of vear, on account of late 
planting;-it is being worked. Cotton is up 
to a good stand. Chopping has commenced 
and will become general during the coming 
weck. There is considerable complaint of 
cotton dying on gray lands. Melon vines 
are in good shape, except in a few locali- 
ties, where bugs are sucking the vines. 
Potato slips are being set out. A great 
many potatoes rotted in the beds, hence 
but a few slips are being set out. Consid- 
erable blight in apples, pears and plums; 
other fruits in first-class condition, Spring 
oats are doing well. Stands of wheat look 
thin. Gardens are flourishing, 

Southwest Section. 


“In the southern section the rainfall 
has generally been light and scattered, al- 
though some localities report the ground 
too wet. Corn and cotton are looking well, 
and the planting of corn and chopping of 
cotton are being rushed. Oats are only me- 
dium and are beginning to head. Ground- 
peas are in gcod condition. Sweet potato 
plants are being set out. More rice is being 
planted this season than in former years. 
Pears are a failure and the apple crop 
will be light. Other fruits promise an abun- 
dant harvest. 

South Section. 

‘Reports received from the southern coun- 
ties show that the past week has bten 
too wet for farm work and crops are badly 
in the grass. However, there has been a 
rapid growth of vegetables of all kinds. 
Cotton is in very good condition and chop- 
ping is in progress. Many complaints are 
made of the ravages of bud and cut worms. 
Pears have almost been destroyed by 
blight. Other fruit still bids fair to be a 
large crop—in fact, prospects have never 
been better. Oats look promising. Potatoes 
are thriving, and a large acreage has been 
set out. Sugar cane is in excellent condi- 
tion.

Temperature in the lake region was very 
low, ranging between 36 and 38 degrees. 
East of the Mississippi river and north of 
latitude 34,, the temperature is consider- 
ably below thé normal. The storm which 
was last noted over the lower lake was 
d-sappearing off the New England coast. 
The northwestern storm had moved south- 
eastward, and was central in southwestern 
Kansas. It had caused temperature. to 
r.se above the normal in Colorado, Kansas, 
Indian Territory and western Texas. At 
Dodge C.ty, Kan., the current temperature 
at 8 o'clock p. m. was 86 degrees, while 
the maximum for the day went as high 
as 92 degrees, The range in temperature 
between Dodge City, Kan., and Chicago 
was remarkably large, amounting to & 
degrees.

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CAPITUL NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Governor Atkinson granted a pardon 
yesterday, back of which there is a story. 

The pardon makes a free man of Charles 
T. Tryce, who killed his brother Zach in 
Pike county something over three years 
ago. 

The judge who tried the case indorsed 
the petition for a pardon on the grotnd 
that the sentence had been for a longer 
term than the facts in the case seem to 
warrant. Tryce was convicted of voluntary 
manslaughter. The killing was done in 
the heat of passion when Zach was ad- 
vancing on him with a drawn knife. 

The petition was a strong one. The mem- 
bers of the jury, the prosecuting officers, 
300 citizens, the pastor of a Christian church 
near where the killing occurred and the 
widow of the man who was killed asked 
that clemency be extended Tryce. Tryce’'s 
conduct in the penitentiary has been all 
that could be desired. 


Treasurer Hardeman has received from 
the lithographers the new bonds issued 
under the act of the last legislature—the 
bonds that brought a premium.

Chicago, May l4.—The telegraphic wires 
were busy this morning bringing in crop 
damage reports, those between St. Louis 
and here appearing to be the most heavily 
laden. Where drought or freezing has not 
occurred the chinch bugs have been Working 
devastation, so reports say, St. Louis not 
only sent a number of these reports, but 
accompanied them with buying orders. 
Reports of a like nature from other points 
were also quite rife, and initial quotations 
were very strong, July wheat ranging all 
the way from 65%, to 65%.

The trade is be- 
coming very cautious in operating on either 
side of the market, which causes the ex- 
treme nervousness noted in prices. Nearly 
all the local traders are looking for a break 
of a few cents. The general outside traders 
are the ‘principal buyers. Two hundred 
thousand wusheisxs were reported as having 
been sold by St, Louis parties for eastern 
and southern millers. We hear of no im- 
ynortant sales here. 

The corn market has acted weak. A noted 
buyer of yesterday was reported as a seller 
today. Car lots were heavy at 462. cars, 
with 240 estimated for tomorrow and the 
cash demand has not been good. Some 
shorts were the principal buyers. 

Provisions opened weak on selling bj) 
a commission house supposed to represent 
one of the large packers. There seemed to 
be no demand for hog preduct at any time 
during the session, in consequence. of 
which prices closed easy.

Sentiment is still bullish on wheat which 
Should be a purchase on concessions.

Tennessee’s Senate Refuses To Con- 
firm the Superintendent of Schools. 
Nashville, Tenn., «May 14.—(Sp-cial.)— 

By a vote of fifteen ayes to seventeen 

nues, the senate tonight, after a two hours’ 

secret session, refused to confirm the ap- 
pointment of Frank M. Smith to be super- 
intendent of public instruction, which 
was sent into the senate this afternoon by 

Governor Turney. This action is due to 

the assault made on Senator Butler some 

weeks ago by Mr. Smith. The detailed 

vote follows: .

The senate today passed the appropria- 
tion bill, but when that measure reached 
the house the lower body refused by a 
vote of 28 ayes to 58 toes to consider it and 
devoted the last few rours of the session 
to rushing local bills through. The house 
also refused to consider the revenue bill, 
making an extra session absolutely neces- 
sary. The senate killed the constitutional 
convention bill on a tie vete, two members 
being absent. Both houses were in session 
at midnight, although the hour for final 
adjournment was fixed for 11 o'clock p. m.

The Flash That Killed Photographed 
a Tree on the Victim.

Candidates for Foreign Fields Accept- 
ed by the Woman’s Board. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 14.—A special to 
The Age-Herald, from Meridian, Miss., says 
that at today’s session of the woman's 
board of mission of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church, south, the committee on ex- 
tension of work read report No. 2. The es- 
timates for Mexico are $35,770, of which

Report No. 3 was read, which contained 
a letter from Mr. Tucker, in Brazil, show- 
ing how carefully the Brazilian law had 
been complied with in the purchase of the 
property at Petropolis and explaining what 
a fine possession it is, the prospect being 
that after the school there is fairly started, 
it will be self-supporting, and a great fac- 
tor in the uplifting of the women of Bra- 
zil. Petropolis is elevated and the climate 
is fine. ‘ 

Some resolutions were passed thanking 
Mr. Tuck for his services in exchanging 
the Brazilian property and Mrs. Tucker for 
ber help in Rio. The estimate for the en- 
Suing year in Brazil, including the dis- 
tricts of Piracacabo, Jurez de Fora, Rio 
Janeiro and Petropolis is $17,905. The es- 
timates included the sending out of tikree 
new missionaries. 

The reports on Mexico and Brazil hav- 
ing been adopted, Mrs. Bruce was called 
upon and explained many details of the 
work and the life of the workers in Bra- 
zil. and at Jurez de Fora especially.

THERE WAS NO POISON. 


The Medicine Taken by the Sowers 
Children Free from Deadly Drugs. 


Coroner Paden received yesterday morn- 
ing a note from Mr. John M. McCandless, 
who was selected to analyze the medicine 
supposed to have caused the death of the 
Sowers children last week. 

In his report the chemist fails to find 
any trace of poisoning in the medicine. 

He says: 

“Mr. J. M. Paden, Coroner of 
County. Dear Sir: On the 7th mitant ton 
ceived from you a phial containing a medlt- 
cine to be examined for poison. I have 
made a careful examination of the material 
according to the most approved methods 
for both organic and inorganic poisons. 
I have however, found no trace of any 
poison whatever. I thought it well, how- 
ever, to estimate the exact quantities of 
the drugs used in the medicine and I 
give them below: In five cubic centime- 
ters or about one teaspoonful I find two 
and forty-seven one hundredths grains 
(2.49) of bisulphide of quinine; thirty-six 
and a half (36.50) grains of cane sugar 
and one sixty-fifth (1-65) of a grain of free 
sulphuric acid. Two and forty-seven one 
hundredths grains .of bisulphide of quinine 
would correspond with one and ninety-sev- 
en one hundredths grains of sulphate qui- 
nine. in which form the medicine was 
doubtless prescribed. The free ‘sulphuric 
acid, however, converted it into the bisul- 
ees. There could be nothing whatever 
njurious in the contents of the. phial sub-

It was stolen at Big Shanty by 
a party of federal soldiers, called Andrews’s 
raiders, and a thrilling and exciting race 
followed, Captain W. A, Fuller, then a con- 
ductor on the Western and Atlantic road, 
now a prominent citizen of this city, led 
the pursuing party. The men who stole the 
engine were captured after a wild and dar- 
ing ride, which has never been equaled in 
the history of the railway world, and some 
of them were hung. 

The old engine was secured by a company 
about three years ago, remodeled and Car- 
ried to the world’s fair. It was little like 
its former self, however, when seen at 
the fair. 1t has been on exhibit in the old 
war museum since the close of the fair.
